The Spanish name of Andalusia was 


given to the place when the original 
owner, John Craig, a merchant of Phila 
delphia, purchased this extensive proper- 
ty in 1794. Mr. Craig was associated ic 
business with Mr. Sarmiento, u Spaniard 
who had married his sister. They bad 
united business affairs in Mexico, and 
when Mr. Craig built the mansion on his 
recently-purchased country seab, his wife 
and Bister named it Andalusia—the Span- 
ish interest having suggested the desig- 
nation. 
HELD BY THE 
BIDDLE3 
MANY 


YEARS. 


The place has been in the Biddle fami- 


ly since the time that Nicholas Biddle 
married Mr. Oruig's only daughter. Since 
then many changes have taken place in 
the beautiful old estate, many mansions 
hivve been added, and tho architecture o 
tho original Andalusia mansion has been 
greatly improved. 
Nicholas Biddle wai 


not only a "man of affairs" in those early 
days, but his influence is still felt, and to 
his Grecian taste in architecture Phila 
delphia owes the Custom House, which 
was formerly the United States Bank 
and Girard College—fashioned after the 
Grecian front o£ beautiful old -'Andalu 
sin." 


The ancoators of Nicholas Biddlo wer 


among the first settlers of Pennsylvania 
und New Jeruey, and one of them, Wi! 
liam Bidille, was one. of the early prop! 
etors of Pennsylvania. The first William 
Biddlo, the earliest ancestor to come t 
this country—one of the original proprie 
tors of New Jersey—came from London 
in 1801. His grandson settled in Penn 
syhunia and married 
the daughter 


Nicholas Scull, Surveyor General of th 
Province. 
The children of this uiarriag 


all became distinguished in the annul 
of our country. James, the eldest, was 
Judge, Edward served as a captain i: 
tho war of 1750, and was subsequently 
member of Assembly and elected to th 
first Continental Congress Nicholas wa 
a captain in the ua\y and perished wit 
Ilia vessel, the frigate Randolph, of 3 
Kuns, ill a battle, with the British Shi 
Yarmouth, of 32 guna, and Charles, th 
father of Nicholas Buldle, the Second, o 
Andalusia, wns a Revolutionary patro 
and 
Vice President of the Common 


wealth, in 177G, under Franklin. Tb 
mother of Nicholas was from North Can 
Una and Nicholas was born in Philade 
phia in 1786. 


A FASCINATING CAREER. 


The 
Nicholas Biddle 
of Andalusia 


studied at the University of Penney 
vania and Princeton College, taking h 
degree in his fifteenth year, and dividin 
first honor with an older student, fl 
\isitedEuropo, and was present at Napo. 
eon's coronation. In the purchase 
Louisiana he managed details when onl 
18, to the surprise of French veteran 
He returned home and became a lawyer 
and 
his writings on literary 
topic 


brought him considerable fame. He a( 
vacated popular education when in th 
State Legislature. 


It was in 1811, thnt Nicholas Bidd 


married the 
daughter of Jolin Craig 


and he spent much of his time at th 
Andalusia country seat. He moved her 
permanently in 1821, determined to de- 
voto his timo to argicultural 
pursuits; 


hut his timo was in great demand in 
public affairs. 
At the time of hie mar- 


riage lie was a member of the Legislature 
to which he returned' for a number of 
yeara. In 1823 he was m»de president of 
the United States Bank, which he held 
until its charter expired in 1830; on the 
bank being re-chartered by the Legisla- 
ture he was again elected its president, 
but retired from it in 1839. 
The bank 


failed in 1841, and his own fortune, then 
very large, went in the general wreck. He 
died there on February 26, 1844. 


It was a saying of his that there were 


"but two perfect truths in the world—the 
Bible and Greek architecture,"—and his 
influence was generally exerted in favor 
of the latter order for public buildings. 
Hence those that were modeled after "An- 
dalusia'"

Chairman Grnndy, of the Street com- 


mittee, presented the following supple- 
mental report on sewerage: 


Your Committee on Streets and High- 


ways ask leave to submit the following in 
addition to its regular report herewith 
presented. 


During the existence of your commitee 


it ling been impressed with the growing 
demand for an adequate modern system 
of houso drainage. 
After much careful 


dolibsration Mr. Jay M. Whitman, a 
thoroughly equipped engineer, who, by 
reason of his long association with some 
of our largo industrial plants had become 
fully acquainted with the borougli and 
its neud«, was called into consultation, 
and by his advice bids for euch a system 
wero asked for by advertisements inserted 
In two leading engineering journals, as 
well as in local papers. The advertise- 
ments brought rto your committee much 
vaiuabl* information, but upon further 
consideration it wag deemed advisable to 
ask somo of the best sanitary engineers 
in the country, by personal letters, to 
submit estimates of the cost of preparing 
an accurate map of the borough, placing 
theroon distances between streets, and 
their elevations, plainly marked, with 
plans for a suitable system of house- 
drainage, adequate for the present and 
the reasonably prospective needs of Bris- 
tol, together with plans for a suitable 
disposal plaVjt, including likewise, speci- 
fications for kinds and quantities of ma- 
terials needed, with estimates of the total 
cost of such a system complete. 


In reply to these requests seven esti- 


mates havo been received, and after con- 
sidering them carefully the estimate of 
William H. Boardman, of Philadelphia, 
was approved as being the most nearly 
adapted to onr requirements. 


The cost of this work as per the esti- 


mate a copy hereof is annexed, which was 
approved as above mentioned, will be 
Sixteen hundred dollaia, and your com- 
mittee unanimously recommend the fa- 
vorable action of Council in authorizing 
tho committee to enter into a contract 
with tlie said William n.

Statement of a Survivor. 


Editor Gazette:—In reference to your 


account of the accident which happened 
on the rirer, evening of January 1st, 1906 
I think it only fair to correct some of the 
statements made in the Gazette of last 
Thursday's issue. 


We left the Jersey shore about 7.15 p. 


m., on our return trip home, and, when 
within 100 yards from the Pennsylvania 
shore, opposite tne Seed wharf, the boat 
sprang a leak and rapidly filled with 
water.. 


Myself and Mr. Smith were on the 


back seat and Mr. Jones was at the oars. 
When the boat bad settled down almost 
to the waters edge Mr. Smith and Mr. 
Jones loth jumped at once into the water 
and in doing so overturned the boat. I 
stuck to the boat as well as I could, and 
noticed that Mr. Smith was swimming 
strongly for the Pennsylvania shore. Mr. 
Jones could not iwim at all, he struggled 
in th« water for a while but soon became 
exhausted and sank. I shouted for help 
and after awhile was heard by Mrs. 
Bibbs and ber two daughters who were 
on their war home. Miss Jane Bibbs 
came to the river bank and bid me have 
courage, aa help was coming. Miss Re- 
becca Hibbs got a boat into the water 
while William Brnden got his oars. Then 
Mr. Bruden came out to me and towed 
me ashore. 


I was then taken to'Mrs. Hibbs' house 


by the two Miss Hibbs and Edward 
Vansciver, where I was cared for. No 
person in the party was Intoxicated, nor 
did Mr. Smith move from his seat un- 
til the boat filled and he jumped into 
the water. This is" exactly how the ac- 
cident occurred.

MEDIAEVAL REVIVALS 


Method* of the Frnnolxrnin In the 


Thirteenth Century. 


At least two methods seem to bo 


used imong revlvalltt w orkers "both of 
whicli have come down from mediaeval 
times The Franciscans insisted on an 
obodl 'nt bond of workers, with an al- 
most military organization. 'Jhej in- 
deed called themselves tbe "army of 
Jesus " At the head of the order stood 
the "general," a new term in the thir- 
teenth century religious life The chief 
of tbi1 baud of workers in any Italian 
town took ns his title tho designation 
given to the military leader In the c!ty 
repulllc In which they had their tem- 
porary abode. In Venice he was il gon- 
fallonere de Gesu, In Milan il capltauo 
del Gosu and so on in other towns 
They had distinct modes of beg'nnlng 
their work prescribed for them with as 
definite details as If they were Met ho 
dlst Episcopal mlsslonailes or officers 
and soldiers of the Salvation Army. 


When they began work in any town 


they were ordered to select a hall If 


sslljte In the lowest and poorest dis- 


trict They were forbidden to paint ei- 
ther pulpit or bench. They were to as- 
semble in front of their hall and march 
through 
the streets 
singing their 


hymns, playing on pipes and waving 
banm-rs. When they had gathered a 
sufficient crowd they were to return to 
their hall, take theli followers in with 
them and deliver short practical ad 
dresses, interspersed with hymn sing 
Ing. Francis had a great dislike to all 
book learning. He told his followers to 
mingle with the common people, to talk 
with the masous when they were build- 
Ing, with the weavers when they were 
weaving, with the women when In Ital- 
ian f ishlon they were washing clothes 
by the side of tho streams. They would 
thus, he said, find what filled the minds 
of the people, what spiritual help they 
needi'd from the preachers, what dlffl- 
cultlt s they had In becoming followers 
of Jesus, and in a morning's conversa- 
tion they would find the material for 
their addresses. 


The Franciscan revivalists subjected 


their converts also to discipline and 
kept them united with each other. They 
became what were called Tertiaries of 
the order and made vows to live after 
n certain prescribed fashion, to devote 
so much of their money to good works 
and to give a certain amount of their 
time to the practice of active benevo- 
lence —Principal Lindsay in Contempo- 
rary Review

Paradoxical as It may seem, the 


most difficult thing to prove In a court 
of law Is who you are. It Is a simple 
matter If you have still living plenty of 
relatives of an older generation; but, 
supposing your parents and uncles and 
aunts are dead, It becomes well nigh 
Impossible As a matter of fact, your 
knowledge of your identity is abso- 
lutely hearsay 
You know your father 


nnd motkct called you their son, arid 
to that fact you inny testify if the 
question of your identity should ever 
come bafore a Judge and jury. But the 
testimony goes before the jury with 
the warning from the judge that it is 
only hearsay, for you have no personal 
knowledge of the matter. 


Official town or parish records are 


valuable, but by no means conclusive 
Suppose you are John Smith, son of 
Eobert and Mary Smith, born at Al- 
bany on Aug. 1, 3803 The record of 
births In the bureau of vital statistics 
at Albany will prove that a son named 
John was born to llobert and Mary 
Smith on th&t date; the register of the 
church may prove that John, son of 
Eobert and Mary Smith, was baptized 
on a certain date, but they do not 
prove that you are the John Smith of 
whom these are records 


To establish the connection between 


you and the person mentioned in the 
records—In other words, to prove your 
own identity—is the difficulty. If your 
mother is alive she can do It; if any 
relative ^Aho has known you since you 
were born is alive he can do it. 


The successive suits for the estate 


of A. T. Stewart failed on such grounds 
as these. The plaintiffs, cousins of the 
late Mrs Stewart, were unable to 
prove their relationship. It was neces- 
sary In one of these cases that a man 
should prove his late father and A. T. 
Stewart to have been brothers, but he 
had no personal knowledge of the mat- 
ter. 
He had heard his father in Ire- 


land refer to A. T. Stewart as his 
brother, but the court would not let 
him testify to that, and, as the de- 
fendants denied the relationship, the 
case fell to the ground. 


The identity of a person becomes 


even harder of proof after he is dead. 
Very often It Is necessary to success 
in litigation over an estate to prove 
not only who were your parents, but 
who were your grandparents 
Family 


Bibles, with the records therein, help 
out In this, but are not at all conclu- 
sive. Birth and marriage certificates 
are accepted as corroborative, but it 
requires quite a mass of such matter, 
together with at least some witnesses 
who can testify of their own personal 
knowledge, before a court will accept 
such a fact as proved to its satisfac- 
tion. 


All of this iliustiates the great %ahie 


of keeping family records, for these, 
while not conclusive, nre strong cor- 
roborative evidence of identity, espe- 
cially if the handwriting of the succes- 
sive heads of the family, in which the 
entries are made, can be proved, which 
is generally fairly easy 
Many a great 


estate has been lost to its rightful own- 
ers solely because of their Inability to 
prove 
vvho they were.—New York 


World.

ANIMAL MUD BATHERS. 


The Wllil Boar, the Water Buffalo 


and the Elephant. 


Animals when wild constantly die a 


lingering death from injury to the 
skin, whether caused, as usually hap- 
pens In tropical countries, by wounds 
aggravated by insects or by cutaneous 
disease, hence the pains which they 
take in making their toilet and in the 
use and 
selection of "cosmetics." 


Among birds; the salt water species 
often seek fresh water to wash in, dif- 
ferent land birds choose different 
earths In which to dust and also wash 
In water, and nearly every tropical 
animal, Including the tiger, bathes ei- 
ther hi water or In mud. Perhaps the 
bpst known mud bathers are the wild 
boar, the water buffalo and the ele- 
phant. The latter has an immense ad- 
Vantage over all other animals In the 
use of Its trunk for dressing wounds. 
It Is at once a syringe, a powdering 
puff and a hand. 


Water, mud and dust are the main 


"applications" used, though it some- 
times covers a sun scorched back with 
grass or leaves. "Wounded elephants," 
writes Sir Samuel Baker, "have a mar- 
velous power of recovery when In their 
wild state, although they have no gifts 
of surgical knowledge, their simple 
system being confined to plastering 
their wounds with mud or blowing 
dust upon the surface. Dust and mud 
comprise the entire pharmacopoeia of 
the elephant, and this Is applied upon 
the most trivial as well as upon the 
most serious occasions. I have seen 
them, when in a tank, plaster up a 
bullet wound with mud taken from 
the bottom."—London Spectator. 


CHINESE SERVANTS. 


How They Fasa Alonsr Information 


About Their Employer!!. 


In China it Is a common thing for 


some people to bewail the lack of a 
cook, while their neighbors have num- 
bers offering themselves directly tho 
vacancy occurs. The reason of this Is 
that each cook hands on to his success- 
or his employer's "character." This he 
does by means of a saucepan 
left 


standing In tbe kitchen.

If the employer be In the habit of mak- 
ing his servants pay for lost or broken 
articles a chalk mark will be found on 
the bottom of the saucepan, which will 
not easily be rubbed off.

These signs are said to have 
been originally adopted by the Chinese 
from the Tamils.

They do not believe they will 
have more misfortunes If they take a 
house which Is numbered 13 than if 
thty took one numbered 31, but they 
avoid the former In order to quiet their 
own painful Imaginations. — London 
Spectator.
